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FOREWORD 


It  should  not  be  said  that  the  relatively  recent  political  interest 
in  Africa  is  responsible  for  the  growing  ethnomuslcologlcal  interest  in 
that  continent.  Serious  musicologlcal  Interest  in  African  music  is  at 
least  half  a  century  old.  A  cursory  glance  at  this  bibliography,  and 
even  more  so  at  its  predecessors  by  Alan  P.  Merrian  and  Douglas  H.  Varley, 
will  show  that  the  scientific  interest  of  the  musicologists  and  anthropolo- 
gists was  not  politically  inspired.  On  the  other  hand,  it  can  well  be 
hoped  that  recent  political  developments  will  tend  to  Increase  the 
interest  in  this  very  rich  field  and  inspire  a  greater  number  of  younger 
scholars  to  devote  their  efforts  to  the  study  of  African  music. 


A  bibliography  such  as  this,  produced  by  Mr.  Thieme,  has  a  dual  func- 
tion. The  first  and  most  obvious  purpose  is  to  call  attention  to  the 
existing  knowledge  accumulated  by  previous  studies.  The  scholar  inter- 
ested in  this  subject  will  be  spared  hours  if  not  days  of  searching  to 
find  the  material  he  is  looking  for.  But  there  is  another  advantage  to 
be  gained  from  such  a  compilation  as  Mr.  Thieme  has  prepared.  A  bibli- 
ography of  this  kind  serves  not  only  to  lead  one  to  available  material 
but  also  to  point  out  serious  gaps  in  our  current  knowledge  and  thereby 
to  encourage  scholars  to  fill  them  by  producing  additional  studies  on  the 
subject. 


As  Mr.  Thieme  has  pointed  out  in  his  Introduction,  the  gaps  in  our 
knowledge  about  African  music  are  still  enormous;  In  fact,  it  is  almost 
discouraging  to  contemplate  them.  On  the  other  hand,  it  would  take 
decades,  if  not  centuries,  for  Europeans  and  Americans  to  undertake  expe- 
ditions to  Africa  to  study  thoroughly  the  music  of  this  vast  continent. 
A  few  capable  African  scholars  are  already  deeply  involved  in  the  sys- 
tematic study  of  their  own  music.  African  scholarly  research  in  indig- 
enous music,  and  the  training  and  preparation  of  African  musicologists 
for  such  research  should  receive  further  support.  We  should  therefore 
devote  our  efforts  to  encouraging  scholars  of  all  nations  to  study  and 
describe  this  music  with  the  care  and  detail  which  it  deserves.  The 
result  can  only  lead  to  better  cultural  understanding  and  communication.

PREFACE 

I 


The  present  work  lists  sources  discussing  the  music  of  sub-Saharan 
Africa.     The  work  is  divided  into  two  main  sections,  the  first  listing 
periodical  and  serial  articles,   the  second  listing  books.     In  general,  we 
have  included  items  which  had  come  to  the  author' s  attention,  and  which 
had  been  examined  by  July  15,  1963  (a  few  entries  were  added  to  the  final 
copy  after  that  date). 

Included  in  the  bibliography  are  articles,  books,  and  sections  or 
excerpts  in  such  works,  describing  the  music  of  peoples  native  to  sub- 
Saharan  Africa.     Excluded  are  references  to  the  music  of  peoples  of  non- 
African  extraction  (e.g.,  whites,  Indians,  etc.),  and  references  to 
sources  quoting  song  texts  but  otherwise  containing  no  discussion  or  com- 
mentary upon  the  music  per  se. 

In  general,  the  writer  has  also  excluded  book  and  record  reviews, 
and  works  discussing  the  related,  but  separate,    subject  of  the   influ- 
ence of  African  music  on  the  music  of  other  cultures  and  geographic 
areas;  writings  in  these  categories  have,  however,  been  included  when 
it  was  felt  that  substantial  information  pertinent  to  the  study  of 
African^  music  was  presented  which  was  not  readily  available  elsewhere. 

The  first  section  includes  entries  for  all  articles  in  any  period- 
ical or  serial  published  from  1950  to  the  present  which  had  come  to  the 
author' s  attention  and  were  available  to  the  author  as  of  July  15,  1963. 
For  the  most  part,   these  post-1950  entries  were  located  by  using  stand- 
ard finding  aids,    such  as  The  Music  Index.   Readers'.  Qulde  to  Periodical 
Literature.  African  Abstracts,   the  Bibliographic  ethnographique  du  Congo 
beige  et  des  regions  avolslnantes.  by  noting  entries  In  bibliographies  in 
scholarly  articles  and  books,   and  by  scanning  various  incoming  new  period- 
icals which  regularly  carry  articles  on  Africa. 

The  first  section  also  incorporates  the  entries  noted  by  the  author 
in  a  previous  study,2  In  which  all  articles  on  African  music  appearing  in 
the  complete  runs  of  12  selected  periodicals  and  serials  are  listed  and 
briefly  annotated.     In  the  earlier  study,   the  aim  was  to  obtain  a

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variety  of  viewpoints  (regional,   national,    and   special)   by  selecting  a 
list  of  periodicals  to  be   surveyed  which  included  titles  of  fairly  wide 
circulation,   reasonably  international   in  scope  and  point  of  view,   and 
of   recognized  standing  in  a  variety  of  fields  of   study  (anthropology, 
ethnology,   ethnomusicology,   folklore,   linguistics,    and  muslcology) .     We 
have  brought  this  survey  up  to  date  for  the  present  publication  (includ- 
ing issues  available   to  the  author  as  of  July  15,   1963),   and  the   titles 
surveyed  are  given  below  with  countries  of  origin  and  years  of  coverage:

The  aim  in  the  first  section  of  this  bibliography  is  thus  twofold: 
to  list  all  known  articles  that  have  appeared  since  1950,   and  to  list 
also  a  representative  selection  of  articles  published  prior  to  that  date. 
In  all,   a  total  of  513  articles  in  144  periodicals  and  serials  have  been 
listed. 

In  the  book  section,   the  ain  has  been  to  concentrate  on  books  pub- 
lished since  1950.     A  few  books  published  prior  to  that  date  are  included, 
but  they  are  mostly  works  not  listed  in  the  two  extant  bibliographies 
(entries  no.   567  and  595).     The  author  gratefully  acknowledges  the  assist- 
ance of  Dr.  Vada  Easter  of  Howard  University,  who  helped  to  select,   annotate, 
and  compile  the  entries  comprising  this  seotion.     A  total  of  84  books  have 
been  included,   22  of  which  are  devoted  entirely  to  African  music.

In  considering  items  for  inclusion  in  the  booklist,  we  concentrated  on 
works  published  since  1950.     Within  that  context,   the  aim  was  to  include 
all  books  entirely  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  African  music  on  a  regional 
or  continentwide  basis,    and  to   include  also  a  representative,    internationally 
based  selection  of   scholarly  books  of  wider  coverage.     In  the  latter  cate- 
gory we   sought  to  Include  1)    a  liberal   selection  of  monographic   studies  on 
particular  tribes  and  culture  areas,    2)   a  few  encyclopedic  works,    3)    a  few 
works  treating  related  topics  (art,   philosophy,  folklore  and  customs,   etc.), 
4)    several  books  covering  Africa  generally,   with  large   (or  major)    sections 
on  music,    5)    some  books  In  the  general  field  of  music  (e.g.,  music  history, 
musical  instruments,  etc.)  which  Include  a  discussion  of  African  music,  6) 
the  pertinent  bibliographies,   and  7)   a  few  "other"  works  which  have  come  to 
the  author's  attention  and  were  felt  to  offer  a  significant  contribution  to 
the  literature. 

In  connection  with  item  1),   above,  we  might  add  that  we  decided  to 
list  all  volumes  in  the  Ethnographic  Survey  of  Africa  which  refer  to  music 
In  their  indexes  or  tables  of  contents.     Because  of  the   significance  of 
this  reference  set  and  its  generally  good  coverage  of  subjects  related 
to  music  (e.g.,   ritual,   religion,  customs,  etc.),  we  felt  that  readers  who 
are  already  familiar  with  the   series  might  wish  to  have   some   Indication  of 
its  coverage  of  music. 

It  goes  without   saying  that  this  bibliography  lists  items  of  interest, 
and  many  of  prime   importance,   to  students  of  African  music.     It   Is  also 
hoped  that  the  present  work  will  be  useful  to  readers  In  many  other  fields. 
Scholars  In  African  studies  doubtless  are  well  aware  of  the  importance  of 
an  appreciation  of  African  music  to  an  understanding  of  African  cultural 
life.     Music   in  Africa  is  a  well-Integrated  phenomenon  —  In  many  ways 
permeating  a  broad  spectrum  of  daily  activities.     We  would  thus  urge  the 
reader  who  seeks  a  fuller  understanding  of  the  African  personality  in  any 
area,  for  any  reason  whatsoever,   to  read  in  depth  as  wide  a  variety  of 
writings  on  African  cultural  life  as  he  can  --  including  music.     In  a  num- 
ber of  geographic  areas,  literature  on  music  is  not  yet  as  plentiful  as 
that,  for  example,   in  the  field  of  anthropology,     nevertheless,   a  good 
beginning  can  usually  be  made,   and  it  is  the  primary  purpose  of  the  pres- 
ent work  to  point  the  way  in  that  direction.

The  present  work  arises  out  of   the  urgent  need  to  update  the  two 
extant  bibliographies,  compiled  respectively  by  Alan  P.  Herriam  and 
Douglas  H.  Varley  (see  entries  no.    567  and  595).     An  additional  need  has 
arisen  more  recently,  one  for  a  listing  of  non-current  periodical  sources. 
This  has  come  about  because  of  the  fact  that  the  Merriam  and  Varley  works 
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are  no  longer  of  sufficiently  wide  availability  to  meet  present-day  require- 
ments.    We  thus  hoped  that  a  bibliography  designed  to  meet  the  needs  stated 
above  might  be  made  available  for  general  distribution. 

Many  scholars  In  African  studies  recognize  the  Importance  of  a  cross- 
disciplinary  approach  In  studying  African  culture,    and  we  have  alluded  to 
this  above.     In  this  connection,  users  of  this  bibliography  who  are  pri- 
marily Interested  In  African  music  will  no  doubt  wish  to  consult  writings 
In  related  fields  (particularly  anthropology,  ethnology,  folklore  and 
linguistics).     A  number  of  bibliographies  can  be  consulted  for  references 
to  such  writings.     We  refer  the  Interested  reader,  for  example,   to  the 
African  Bibliography  Series,   compiled  by  Ruth  Jones  (see,  for  Instance, 
African  Bibliography  Series;  West  Africa.     London,  International  African 
Institute,   1958),  the  annual  folklore  bibliography  regularly  appearing  In 
Southern  Folklore  Quarterly  (see,  for  Instance,   "Folklore  bibliography  for 
1961,"  by  Ame'rlco  Paredes,   In  Southern  Folklore  Quarterly,  v.   26,  No.   1, 
March  1962:     I-96) ,   the  annual  Bibliographic  ethnographlque  du  Congo  beige 
et  des  regions  avolsln antes.  Helnrioh  A.  Wleschof f ■ s  An  Anthropological 
Bibliography  of  Negro  Africa  (New  Haven,  American  Oriental  Society,   19^8), 
and  Helen  F.  Conover' s  Africa  South  of  the  Sahara;  a,  selected,   annotated 
list  of  writings  (Washington,  D.  C,  Library  of  Congress,   196U).     Many 
more  bibliographies  of  value  may  readily  be  located  by  reference  to 
Miss  Conover* s  work.

In  the  first  section  of  the  present  bibliography  (periodical  articles), 
we  have  used  a  brief,  formalized  type  of  annotation.     Each  bibliographic 
citation  Is  followed  (where  applicable)  by  a  series  of  words  and  abbrevia- 
tions.    These  words  and  abbreviations  are  given  in  the  left-hand  column 
below.     The  right-hand  column  gives  a  statement  defining  each  term  or 
explaining  its  significance.

The  last  four  tents  oited  above  (numbers  9-12)  have  been  included  with 
a  view  to  giving  the  reader  ■one  idea  of  the  Intent,  method,  or  purpose 
of  a  particular  article  and  of  the  kind  of  Information  It  presents. 
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Thus,   for  example,   a  musicologist  might  wish  to   study  those  articles 
that  Include  analyses  while   an  anthropologist  might  wish  to  consult  articles 
giving  general  background  information,   and  a   specialist   In  a  certain  area 
might  be  particularly  Interested  In  articles  giving  raw  (or  unanalyzed) 
data. 

In  the  book  section  we  have   tried  to  annotate  the  works  cited  as  fully 
as  possible  while   staying  within  an  average  limit  of  about   50  words.     Our 
aim  was  to  describe  the  works  briefly  from  an  ethnomusicological  point  of 
view,   noting  also   special  features  (e.g.,    the  presence  of  musical  examples) 
and  other  elements  of  general   interest  to  be  found  in  the  works  cited. 

In  general,    the  form  of  entry  for  books  and  articles  follows  normal 
bibliographical  procedures.     Volumes,   numbers,    and  full  dates  (where  avail- 
able)  are  given  for  the  periodical  articles  cited  to  facilitate  location  of 
unbound  as  well  as  bound  periodical  numbers.     In   some  caBes,   a  brief  title 
is  used  instead  of  the  full  title  of  a  periodical  or  serial.     In  the  List 
of  Periodicals  and  Serials  (pp.  xvii  -  xxv),   these  titles  are  underlined, 
followed  by  the  full   title  of  the  particular  publication. 

In  the  first   section,    the  articles  are  listed  alphabetically  by  author 
in  regional  groupings  according  to  the  geographic   area  to  which  they  per- 
tain.    At  the  end  of  each  regional  grouping  cross-references  are  given  to 
articles  listed  elsewhere   in  the  bibliography  which  also   include  material 
pertinent  to  the  area  under  consideration.     The   Initial  group,   under  the 
heading  "General,"   lists  articles  which  discuss  African  music   in  general, 
articles  general   in  nature  or  from  whose  context  no   specific   area  was 
deduced,    and  articles  which  describe  the  music  of  more   than  two  geographic 
regions. 

In  the  second  section,   the  books  are  listed  and  annotated  in  one 
alphabetic  author  list.     Where  necessary,   information  concerning  the  geo- 
graphic area  to  which  a  particular  book  pertains  has  been  included  in  the 
annotation. 


An  author  index  and  indexes  of  tribal  names  and  linguistic   areas  follow 
the  bibliography.     The  author  index  includes  references  to  personal,   Joint, 
and  corporate  authors,  editors,   compilers,   and  other  persons  mentioned  in 
the  entries.     For  the  most  part,   the  spellings  used  in  the   index  of  tribal 
names  are  those  used  in  the  articles  and  books  themselves.     A  few  variant 
spellings  have  been  included  as  cross-references  when  the  author  felt  this 
was  necessary. 

The  linguistic  area  index  is  based  on  the  classification  scheme 
described  in  Desmond  T.  Cole's  article,   "Doke's  classification  of  Bantu 
languages,"   in  African  Studies,  v.   19,  no.   U,  1959:     197-213. 
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Cole's  article  Includes  a  map  showing  where  these  linguistics  areas  lie 
In  Africa,   and  this  map  is  reproduced  In  the  present  bibliography  as  a 
convenience  to  readers  (see  p.    55).     Also  indexed  are  articles  and  books 
discussing  the  Khoisan  (click) -speaking  peoples. 

When  an  author  describes  music   in  an  area  geographically  within 
Doke's  scope,  but  no  tribe   is  mentioned  —  or  the  tribe  Is  not  listed 
by  Doke  —  we  have  tried  to  ascertain  the  geographic  location  of  the 
tribe  or  tribes  mentioned,   and  thus  to  deduoe  the  linguistic  area  to 
which  the  particular  study  pertained.     The  author  Is  well  aware  that 
the  foregoing  method  is  not  entirely  foolproof,   and  he  makes  no  claim 
that  his  index  is  linguistic ally  precise  —  it  has  been  provided  merely 
as  a  rough  guide  and  as  an  added  service  to  readers. 

By  use  of  the  linguistic  area  Index,   the  reader  may  be  able  to  refer 
to  sources  on  tribes  whose  languages  are  related:     this,    it  is  hoped,  will 
facilitate  comparative   studies  of  the  music  of  related  tribes.     In  addition, 
the  majority  of  the  sub-Saharan  African  languages  are  tonal.     For  this  rea- 
son,   it  is  felt  that  scholars  may  be  interested  in  making  analytical  studies 
of  the  interrelationship  of  the  language  and  music  (especially  In  terms  of 
pitch,   rhythm,   accent  and  inflection)   of  linguistically  related  and  non- 
related  African  tribes.

IHTRODUGTION 


A  scanning  of  this  bibliography  and  its  Indexes  will  make   it  readily 
apparent  that,  while  progress  has  been  made  in  a  number  of  geographic  areas 
(notably  West  and  South  Africa),   a  great  many  more   studies  In  depth  are 
needed  before  we  can  say  that  African  music   is  amply  covered  in  the  litera- 
ture.    Several  major  regions  of  Africa's  musical  map  remain  virtually 
uncharted.     South  West  Africa,  Tanganyika,   and  Ethiopia  come  first  to  mind. 
Mozambique  Is  by  no  means  adequately  covered,  but  we  do  note  that  progress 
has  been  made  in  that  direction  (see,  for  instance,   the  articles  on  the 
Chopi.   and  those  by  Dos  Santos:     entries  no.   ^3,  ^5,   Wj,   and  ^58-4^1). 
There  are  a  fair  number  of  writings  on  music   in  Kenya  but  very  few  major 
studies  in  depth.     Scholars  interested  in  finding  fertile  African  fields 
in  which  to  do  research  will  no  doubt  be  able  to  pinpoint  many  other 
geographic  areas  needful  of  study. 

Regarding  coverage  on  a  tribe-by-trlbe  basis,   the  best  one  can  say  is 
that  the  picture  is  spotty,   especially  when  one  compares  this  bibliography, 
for  example,  with  one  listing  writings  in  anthropology.     Throughout  the 
list  of  tribal  names  one  will  find  names  with  one,   or  at  most  a  scant  few 
references  to  discussions  of  the  music,   as  opposed,    in  many  cases,   to  a 
fairly  large  number  of  writings  in  anthropology.     Moreover,   there  are 
literally  hundreds  of  African  tribes  whose  names  do  not  appear  in  the 
Index  at  all.     In  short,   a  specialist  looking  for  a  specific  tribe  to  study 
should  have  little  trouble  finding  one. 

With  respect  to  specific   subjects,  previous  writers  have  commented 
upon  the  fact  that  comparatively  few  studies  in  depth  have  been  contributed 
on  1)    the  role  of  the  musician  in  society,   2)    the  place  of  music   in  society, 
or  3)   the  interrelationships  of  language  and  music.     Writers  have  also 
noted  a  dearth  of  musicological  studies  on  the  subject  of  form  and  melodic 
structure  on  a  regional  or  contlnentwide  basis.     A  need  for  more  ethnomusi- 
cological  studies  synthesizing  material  already  available  and  drawing  the 
appropriate  larger  conclusions  concerning  African  music  within  its  cultural 
context  has  also  been  cited. 

The  present  bibliography  Includes  a  few  studies  dealing,   at  least  in 
part,  with  these  subjects;   the  topics  are  quite  broad,  however,   and  the 
scant  references  we  note  below  merely  indicate  how  very  much  more  needs 
to  be  done:

A  comparison  of  this  bibliography  with  the  two  previous  ones  will 
make  It  clear  that  a  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  over  the  past 
decade.  We  have  come  a  long  way  towards  a  general  understanding  of 
African  music  and  of  Its  many  facets  and  forms.  There  are  a  few  specific 
areas  and  tribes  about  whloh  our  knowledge  Is  at  least  reasonably  good, 
and  a  few  general  studies  of  considerable  value  are  now  available.  As 
Mr.  Splvacke  has  pointed  out  In  the  Foreword,  however,  an  enormous  amount 
of  research  needs  to  be  done  to  achieve  full  documentation  of  the  general 
subject  of  African  music.  Indeed,  It  Is  our  earnest  hope  that  this  bib- 
liography will  point  strongly  enough  to  those  areas  needful  of  research 
' o  serve  as  a  stimulus  for  new  contributions  to  the  literature.
